Almost nothing is known 
.if his three brothers and three 
sisters. 

One brother, Phillip, was a 
larut. -Colonel in the 6th 
Ghurka Rifles and was 
awarded the D-S.O. in Malaya. 

His sister Stephanie mar- 
n-.l \rTlun ( ..ni'till. brother 
of Hu|th Gainkill, Chancellor 
• if the Exchequer in the Aider 
Labcir Government. 

Townsend was educated at 
Hailryhury and thr Imperial 
Service College in Hertford- 
shirr, not far from where in 
Inter years he married. 

Throughout Ins schoolri.iys 
Townsend'i mind svas set nn 
a career in the Air Force. 
After Haileybury he was a 
cadet at the Roval Air Force 
College, Cranwell. 

Hr was commissioned in 
1933 and posted to Singapore 
for a year. 

He was in the R A F only 
i wo ye-ars when he was chosen 
t»i msirurt a di«inj,ui*hed 
pupil — then the Duke of York, 
later George VI.

It wai little consolation to 
Rosemary Townsend that her 
husband was attending the 
Sovereign when she was lelt

TERRACE GARDENS 



Every Australian garden should hare 
a terrace where on sunny winter days 
or cool summer evenings people, can sit 
out of doors to eat or relax. 

TO get maximum use 
from it, some thought 
should he given to location 
with privacy the main 
object. If this doesn't exist 
naturally it is usually pos- 
sible to achieve it with the 
aid of trellis or shrubs. 

The terrace should be near 
the! house to make it easier to 
move furniture, or serve foorl- 

Choose n r.r place jF 
rhrre's unr atound became 
ronwrurlinn will he easier and 
cheaper. 

However, if there ji no flit 
location available, the ternicr 
■ ■■ often a pood vcav of making 
use of >an awkward sloping 
place provided filling can be 
obtained at a rcascnablr price. 

The size of the termer must 
be in proportion to the sire 
of the house and garden. This 
pmbablv sounds obvious, but 
failure to observe this rule is 
common, and can 9.poil the 
whole effect. 

The main fault is making 
the terrace too narrow. Con- 
sequently it looks skimped, 
and is no piare for easy con- 
versation. 

A good rule it: Sever have 
a terrace less lhan B ftet wide. 
II possible make it square. 

Bricks, sandstone, and slate 
make the most attractive and 
practical surfaces. 

Grau is aitraetive. but vuu 
can't use it much after ram 
— and there is always the 
mowing. 

Concrete is practical, hul 
not verv attractive. 

A 'harming way to handle 
a terrace made of bricks, sand- 
stone, or slate is to put plants 
in or around t* 

It i* quite rommoo to see 
a decoration of tubs or pots 
or bright border-bed. A more 
unusual method is to leave 
spaces here and there in the 
paved area.
